Every body remembers —it was but the other day — how the 
Great Britain, whose first entrance into life (so to speak) was at- 
tended with difficulties and hazards, ran ashore on the Irish coast. 
Everybody can recall the anxiety with which the daily reports 
were received at Liverpool of the progress of the huge vessel in 
and on the shore. Upon one day she went higher up; upon the 
next she sank deeper in the sand ; now she rose a little, and then 
she seemed to settle. At length the public, who in the pressure 
of events can bestow but a few days’ thought on the most im- 
portant occurrence, gave her up, resigned her to her apparently un- 
avoidable fate, with a passing expression of pity for the fanaticism 
that could build, and the rashness that could undertake to pilot, so 
gigantic and unwieldy a vessel. Not so the owners of the 
“ Great Britain,” They immediately sought the advice and as- 
sistance of the renowned Brunel, to whose skill and patience we 
owe the Thames Tunnel; and he at once engaged to place the 
noble steamer in a state of safety until the change in the season 
should enable him to arrange for rescuing her from her unfortunate 
position. In this interesting work he obtained the powerful aid 
of Captain Claxton, one of the directors of the Great Western 
Steam Packet Company, who proceeded to Dundrum Bay, and

thus entrenched, the courageous Claxton and his men bid deti

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commenced at the starboard quarter and extended to abreast of 
the mainmast, on the port or exposed side, it was received by the 
mass of fagots; and not only was the whole force thus lost and 
broken, but although the spray was thrown up to the height of 
the funnel over the after mast, there was no shock whatever to the 
ship. ‘The position of the vessel during the terrific gales to which 
she was exposed in February and March is shown in the accom- 
panying plate. It may readily be conceived that nothing could 
be more awful or trying to the Great Britain than the tremendous 
seas which, with her great length, enveloped her fore and aft; yet 
through the excellence of the ingenious breakwater she endured 
the buffeting unscathed, and is now in a state to be brought off on 
or after the first high tides, with no other damage than may na- 
turally have arisen from her having buried herself eight feet by 
the head into rocks which form the substratum of Dundrum Bay. 
Her removal will be as brilliant a triumph of science as her main- 
tenance has been a marvellous illustration of what may be accom- 
plished by a combination of skill and intrepidity.

HOUSE OF LORDS.— Monpay, June 28, 


Lord BROUGHAM submitted a motion for the appointment of a commission, 
founded on certain resolutions he had propounded on the 4th of May of last year,

The Bishopric of Manchester Bill was read a third time and passed.

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER havin7 moved the second reading of the 
Irish Railway Bill, Sir W, Moseswortn submitted an amendment that the next 
stage be taken that day three months.—A protracted debate ensued, in the course 
of which Mr. Sue concluded his observations by paying a fervid and brilliant 
tribute to the memory of the late Mr. D, O'Connell.—On a division, the second 
reading was carried hy a majority of 113, the numbers being 175 to 62.

The Marquis of Lanspowne moved the second reading of the Poor Law Ad- 
ministration Bill —Lord REDESDALE protested against the introduction of the 
new commissioners to Parliament, but did not oppose the motion.— After remarks 
from Lord BROUGHAM, the Bill was read a second time.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


At the morning sitting, Lord G. BENTINCK complained of the inaccuracy of 
certain returns presented relative to the quantity of corn imported in foreign 
ships since the suspension of the navigation laws.—The CHANCELLOR of the 
EXCHEQUER and Lord J. RusseLL defended the general correctness of the returns, 
the Noble Lord stating that even should it appear that the amount of corn im- 
ported was overstated, he should still consider it necessary to propose the fur- 
ther suspension of the navigation laws until the first of March, 1848, which pros 
position he should submit to the House on Friday, at twelve o'clock. 

Sir D. NonnEvs brought the report of the relief commissioners for Ireland 
under the notice of the House; that report impugning the conduct of many re- 
lief committees, charging them with gross misconduct in the administration of 
the funds for the relief of the destitute poor, ‘The Hon, Baronet called upon the 
Government to require the commissioners to name the parties who had acted in 
the disgraceful manner alleged, and to institute an inquiry into each particular 
case, so that the persons individually might be held up to the reprobatlon of the 
country at large.— Mr. LABOUCHERE replied that it was undouhtedly true, as 
stated by the commissioners, that they had been thwarted in their operations by 
the wait of concurrence, and by the encouragement of gross abuses on the part 
of those bodies from whom they bad a right to expect she aldo and assistance, but 
he could not advise the House to enter upon ao inquiry, which, if instituted, 
must inevitably lead to the most disastrous results. After some further discus- 
sion the subject dropped, 

Mr. T. Duncombe, at the suggestion of Sir G. Grey, who stated that inquiries 
were proceeding with a view to the prevention of accidents, withdrew the Mines 
and Collieries Bill, as also the Lunatics Bill, which stood for a second reading, 

The Seduction and Prostitution Prevention Bill was reported, Sir G. Grey 
intimating that it was not the intention of the Government to offer any further 
Opposition to the measure, The committal of the Holyhead Harbour Bill was 
carried on a division by 83 to 2. A conversation on the subject of the Wellington 
Statue occupied the remainder of the sitting.

The Lon) CHANCELLOR took his seat on the woolsack at five o'clock, 

Messengers from the Commons brought up several public and private Bills. 

The Earl of RODEN complaliied that the third report of the Poor Relief Com- 
missioners (Ireland) contained statements against many of the magistrates and 
gentry of Ireland which were totally unfounded, and gave notice that he should 
call the attention of their Lordships to the subject on Tuesday next.—Lord 
MONTEAGLE hoped the Noble Karl would postpone the subject to a future day, as 
on Tuesday next probably many of their «ordships would be absent at the in- 
stallation of his Koval Highness Prince Albert.—The Earl of RODEN postponed 
bringing forward the subject to Thursday next, 

The Duke of BUccLEUCH presented several petitions on the subject of the 
Health of Towns Bill. 

QUALIFICATION OP PEERS (SCOTLAND) BILL.—The Earl of ROSEBERRY moved 
the reception of the report upon this Bill.—After a few words trom the Duke 
of BuccLEUCH on the subject of the oaths required to be taken under the provie 
sions of the Act, the Earl of Roseserry, and the Earl of HADDINGTON, the Earl 
of EGLINTON said he hoped that the Bill would be allowed to pass without fan 
alteration.—Lord DeENMAN suggested that it would be desirable to do away with 
the necessity for Peers taking the oaths in foreign countries at all, and allow- 
ing their declaration to have equal weight. After a short discussion, in which 
the Duke of BUCCLEUCH, Lord REDESDALE, Ear) of HADDINGTON, Earl ROSE- 
BERRY, and several other Noble Lords took part, the report upon the Bill was 
agreed to, and the Bill ordered to be read a third time on Monday next.

Some reports on private Bills were laid on the table: and the Lords’ amend- 
ments to the London and North-Western Railway Bill (Atherstone and Whit- 
acre branch) were agreed to, 

Several petitions in favour of the Health of Towns Bill were presented. 

Several unimportant subjects came under the attention of the House, with a 
view of obtaining decisive comment before the cloge of the session, 

In reply to a question of Mr. WAKLEY, Sir G. GREY said there was no law 
under which the Government might appoint a public prosecutor. The subject 
had been under the consideration of the Government, not certainìy, however, 
respecting the appointment of a public proseeutor, but with respect toa decision 
of the House respecting the conducting prosecutions, and the mode of defraying 
the expenses. Some plan would be submitted to the House, not exactly for the 
appointment of a public prosecutor, but as a step in that direction. 

Mr. T. S. DUNCOMBE called the attention of the House to the late colliery ex- 
plosion at Wigan. — Sir G. Grey said he was not acquainted with the facts, but 
an inquiry was in process of taking place before the coroner, and he trusted that 
the coal owners would be found to be blameless; but in the meantime he could 
give no opinion. If the conduct of the coal owners should seem to require it, a 
strict investigation would be commanded by the Government. 

After some other unimportant business, Lord MonpPETH moved the order of 
the day for going into'committee upon the Health of Towns Bill.

Free Pontens or THE Clry,— On Tuesday a meeting of the 
free porters of the city was held at the Bridge House Hotel, London 
Bridge, for the purpose of petitioning the Court of Common Council 
with respect to an infringeemnt of their privileges by the various 
dock companies on the north bank of the Thames.

A Royat Visir.—In ancient times a royal progress was the 
scourge ofa country.

manner—so scandalously, indeed, that what they could not consume 
the court purveyors not unfrequently destroyed in sheer wantonness. 
A royal progress, or royal visit, is now a very different thing indeed. 
Her Majesty, by moving to and fro, not only diffuses general glad- 
ness and gives a stimulus to trade, but actually whitewashes her do- 
minions. Nuisances that have enjoyed a lease of centuries disappear 
at the mere prospect and anticipation of a royal visit. Every house 
and lane and suburb puts on a new appearance. ‘The royal route is 
renovated. Improvements are suggested, and rapidly carried into 
execution, which were never previously thought of. Nuisances of 
every kind tremble and are troubled, and at last they are absolutely 
Swept away for very shame, because “the Queen is coming.” All 
old things disappear. The approach and advent of her Majesty 
ushers in a new era, promotes the sale of brooms, and a rapid traflic 
in mops and brushes. Temporary decorations lead to permanent re- 
novations, and her Majesty may boast at her departure, in the lan- 
guage of Augustus, “'[ found this place of brick, and, lo, 1 have 
built it of marble.”

At a very early age, Mr. Carter 
went to America, and resided some time in Kentucky, where some 
of his relations are now settled. A few years since he returned to 
England, and earned a world-wide reputation by his daring and 
wonderful feats with wild animals at the principal theatres of Great 
Britain and the continent. It may be asked by what means Mr. 
Carter acquired such an extraordinary power over the king of the 
forest? how did he tame the fierce tiger ? and how did he first acquire 
his: well-known fondness for animals? These questions have 
puzzled thousands; but we think they can be easily answered. It 
was by the kindness he always manifested towards them. A plain 
and touching incident will illustrate our remark. When Mr. Carter 
resided in Kentucky, he often took his rifle and walked into the thick 
forest to shoot game. In ‘one of these excursions he met an enor- 
mous bear, which was limping along, apparently badly wounded in 
the leg. Carter, instead of discharging his rifle, had compassion on 
the poor animal, and walkin fearlessly towards him, he examined 
the wound, washed it, bound it with his handkerchief, and afterwards 
the animal followed him to his residence. Carter attended to his 
new companion daily, and the wound was soon healed. The bear 
then followed Carter through the streets like a favourite dog, and 
ue wondered how he had so suddenly become attached to man. 

Vhile travelling in the cities and towns of the northern and eastern 
states, Carter saw an extensive menagerie, the proprietors of which 
were anxious to effect an engagement with the youthfal and bold 
Kentuckian.

COLONIES. 


CANADA.— The latest accounts from Quebec estimate the number 
of emigrants arrived at 30,000; the number of deaths on shore and at 
sea 3000. The number of deaths in hospital at Grosse Isle, during 
the week ending June 11, was 119; the number of deaths on board 
the 30 vessels performing quarantine there, could not be ascertained, 
but was known to be greater, On one day there were 128 funerals. 


ALGERIA.—AÀ letter from Algiers, dated the 22d, says, —“ The re- 
port of the establishment of a viceroyalty in Algeria is revived, and, 
as it appears, with increased credibility. Lieutenant-Colonel Mar. 
guenat, an aide-de-camp of the Duke D'Aumale, is believed to have 
gone to General Bedeau, commandant of the division of Constantina, 
to offer him, not the government of the colony ad interim, but the 
chief command of the whole of the army of occupation. Conse- 
quently the resignation ot Marshal Duke d'Islay must have heen 
accepted. ‘The accounts from the interior continue to be favourable. 
On Sunday the anniversary of the first landing of the French army 
was celebrated with great pomp at Sidi-Ferruch. The principal 
authorities and a large detachment of the militia were conveyed to 
the spot in two steamers, and made a representation of the first inva- 
sion. Divine service was then performed by M, Pavy, bishop of 
Algiers, and this was followed by panies aud rejoicings. ` The whole 
passed off without accident. We learn from Setif, in the province 
of Constantina, that the locusts are making great ravages in that 
country. : 

Srain,—The Madrid papers of the 23d have reached us. There is 
a very fair supply of gossip in the journals respecting the intrigue on 
foot for a change of ministry, which was heightened by the assem- 
bling of an extraordinary cabinet council on the 22d, Amongst the 
rumours was one that the Ministry was about to resign, and be re- 
placed by a Narvaez-Serrano Cabinets, One of the journals states 
that the Progressists have the intention to form juntas in different 

arts of the kingdom, and then demand the formation of a central 
junta to exercise the supreme government, convoke the Cortes, and 
reform the constitution. The lists of electors of Madrid have been 
revised with great care and secrecy, from which it assumes that a dis- 
solution of the Cortes is intended, Generals Shelley and Pavia are, 
it is said, to be removed from the captaincies-general of Andalusia 
and Catalonia. 

Prussta.—The States were convoked on the 24th inst, to hear the 
King’s answer to the votes relative to political questions, The docu- 
ment was read by the respective secretaries, ‘I'he King has ex- 
pressed himself categorically only on the paragraph relating to the 
loans, declaring that he will not in any case, or under any pretext, 
contract one without the authorisation of the General Diet. As to 
the question of fixed periods, the King appeals to the promise which 
he has already given to convoke the Diet in four years, speaks of the 
pleasure which he will have to see it often assembied near his throne, 
and leaves the definitive solution of the quesiion to experience and 
ulterior reflection. The King then orders the nomination of com- 
mittees, according to. the tenor of the letters patent of February 3, 
This reply has not satisfied the ultra portion of the Opposition ; but 
it has appeared to more calm and more patient minds as a new step 
in advance, since the King's reply to the Address. The language in 
which it is couched is, above all, “YN conciliatory; as to the 
groundwork, the King seems to say : — « Let us not do any thing 
hastily ; let us be patient and prudent, and we shall succeed at last,” 

A letter from Berlin of the 24th says: —« Baron de Cornelius, 
author of the EE of the bas-reliefs which ornament the silver 
and gold shield which King F rederick William lately sent as a bap- 
tismal present to his godson the Prince of Wales, has received an 
autograph letter of thanks in the German language from Queen 
Victoria. Among other things her Majesty says ; —« | hope that one 
day my son, in whose name 1 write, because he is not yet able to 
write himself, will prove by his intelligence, and by his love of the 
fine arts, that he is worthy of the chef d'œuvre which his royal god- 
father has presented to him.’ 

In the “ Weser Zeitung” of the 24th we have a notice of the pro. 
ceedings in the second chamber on the 21st relative to the liberty of 
the press, Fifteen petitions on this subject had been presented to 
the diet. Of these, some prayed for the total abolition of the cen- 
sorate ; others, that a special law regarding delicts of the press should 
be presented to the diet; others, for the Temoval of the restrictions 
on pamphlets; and others, again, for trial by Jury in prosecutions of 
the press. In the debates in committee on these petitions, the royal 
commissary stated that the King had been long aware that the pre- 
ventive system afforded no guarantee Rgalnst abuses of the press, and 
had, moreover, many disadvantages Prussia, however, could not 
act in this matter except as a member of the Germanic Confedera- 
tion. The subject was under the consideration of the Diet of the 
Confederation, but matters were not yet ripe for action, Mucn 
anxiety was felt lest a debate on the subject should be insisted upon 
in the second chamber, which, as it could lead to no result, might oc- 
cupy time that might, the end of the session being so near, be more 
usefully employed. This, apprehension was relieved on the 21st, by 
M. von Auerswald mounting the tribune, and Proposing simply to 
petition his Majesty, as soon as circumstances Permitted, to prepare 
a law for repealing the preventive System, and restraining, by just 
and adequate punishments, real abuses of the press, and to submit it 
to the consideration of the diet. ‘Lhe motion was adopted unani- 
mously, without discussion. |

thembourg, and Norrkeping (the only towns in Sweden in which 
Jews are permitted to seside), praying for their complete emancipa-

INDIA AND CHINA. 

„ The Indian mail brings accounts of the 12th and 19th of May. 
Tranquility prevailed in the Punjaub. Lord Hardinge and the 
Commander-in-chief were at Simla. The disturbances continued in 
the dominions of the Nizam. A mutiny having taken place among 
the troops, in consequence of an attempt made by the minister to 
deprive them of fifteen months’ arrears, the contingent was ordered 
to march, and for the first time a body of English troops entered the 
city of Hyderabad to protect the minister. The Indian journals 
State, on the authority of letters from ‘Teheran, that the Schah of 
Persia had renounced the intention of commanding in person the 
expedition against Khorassan. 

The Punjaub continues on the whole particularly peaceful. 
Lahore itself furnishes nothing, not even in the shape of local gossip. 
Some of the hill men within the territories of the Maharajah of' 
Jamoo, bordering on Rawul Pindeo, are creating him consicerable 
annoyance, and to add to the discontent, he has issued a proclama- 
tion, substituting the Nanuk Shahee rupee for that which has 
hitherto been current within Cachmeer, Col. Lawrence has been 
instrumental in securing a pension to the next of kin of those of 
the Sikh troops who fell during the war. There is nothing further 
of any moment from Scinde. A very important step is about to be 
taken to remove from the river Indus the stigma of inutility which 
has so often been attached to it. An Armenian merchant has pro- 
posed trying the experiment of floating down timber from the 
flimalaya mountains, for the purposes of ship-building. ‘The ex- 
periment is an excellent one, and is not only likely to prove success- 
ful, but one highly remunerative to the enterprising merchant. Sir 
Charles Napier is in raptures with the scheme, and intends affording 
every assistance in his power, Scinde throughout continues healthy, 
and the people quiet and contented, 

Chiva, —General d' Aguilar had left Captain Graves at Canton in 
command of the troops and volunteers, who were daily drilled. All 
business was interrupted at Canton, and the merchants were re- 
moving all their property, being apprehensive either of a rising of 
the people, who would plunder them as well as the foreigners, or of 
a new attack on the part of the English, who, they supposed, were 
expecting reinforcements from India. Menacing placards against 
the English and Governor Keying had been posted up through the 
city. ‘Lhe journals contain no news from Cochin- China. 
.ALEXANDRIA. — The humbug of the proposed ship canal, from 
I'ineh to the Red Sea, has at last exploded; the Austrian commis- 
sioners report that it is impossible for a vessel drawing ten feet of 
water to approach the coast of 'Tineh or its vicinity within at least 
twelve miles, and that the sea breakers prevent the possibility of 
landing in boats nine days out of ten, even at this season of the year. 
They declare that it would be necessary to build a sea jetty or har- 
bour, for twelve miles out into the sea, the cost of which would be 
enormous, if not impracticable, and also that to reach deep water at 
the Red Sea end would be very expensive. [t was most certain that 
such would be the result, after the very able report of Messrs. Gal- 
loway, in 1844, subsequently confirmed by Capt, Glascock, R.N., 
and several naval officers who have visited the coast. 
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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 

I'nANCE,— The Paris journals have arrived. The Minister of the 
nterior having disavowed all knowledge of the bribe of 40001, 
alleged to have been given for obtaining the license for the new 
opera house, M, Thibandeau, one of the parties concerned, has pub- 
lished a letter to M. Duchatel, the minister who made the disavowal. 
A telegraphic despatch, received in Paris on Sunday evening, an- 
nounced that disturbances, the alleged cause of which is the dearness 
of bread, had broken out at Mulhausen, where the interference of the 
military was resorted to, The shops of several bakers and wine- 
sellers were pillaged. The colonel of the 18th Light Infantry, who 
commanded the troops called out, was assailed by the mob, and, it is 
said, wounded in the face. The troops fired on the populace, three 

or four of whom were killed. 

Sr. ETIENNE,— A serious accident occurred last week on the St, 
Etienne and Lyons Railway. Two trains of waggons, one of which 
was drawn by a locomotive and the other descending the incline, ran 
into each other in the middle of the tunnel. The shock was terrible, 
and two men who directed the locomotive were killed instantaneously, 
Another man was thrown to the roof of the tunnel, but he was not 
Killed, A great number of waggons and the tender of the locomotive 
were smashed, The sub-prefectof St. Etienne caused the passenger 
train from Lyons to be stopped, and ordered the keeper of the tunnel 
to be arrested for having allowed the train drawn by the locomotive 
to enter it, although he was informed that another was descending, 

A tragical event took place a few days past, at the country house 
of M. H., father-in-law of M. Jules Jánin. The place of concierge 
and gardener was filled by a man who had formerly been in the army, 
and who, with his wife and daughter, inhabited a pavilion at the ex- 
tremity of the park. The young woman was remarkable for her 
food looks, and had been demanded in marriage by a man named 
Boulay, but the parents, in accord with the daughter, had refused the 
application. Boulay, finding his suit rejected, had become sombre 
and melancholy, and was heard to utter threats of vengeance, Mme.

still, is rejoiced over, at a moment when the Prime Minister in- 
forms us that stocks of manufactured goods are exhausted, One 
would have thought, were not all our political economists blind, 
that a nation which, as the city correspondent of the provincial 
journal says, has “ immense masses of cargoes of corn, flour, and 
meal flowing towards its shores from various and distant parts of 
the world,” would have found its Ministers of state taking 
means to encourage reproduction, instead of directing all its efforts 
to prop up a monetary scheme, which, by limiting the circulation 
of money to the quantity of the precious metal, gold, that can 
be collected in the coffers of the Bank of England, has, more than 
any other cause, operated to diminish the real wealth of the 
nation. “ The result of inquiries,” observes this same writer, 
“ made in circles where there is no cause for disguise or decep- 
tion, is, that old stocks of textile fabrics have been gradually 
cleared off at low rates for the purpose of exportation.” 

Yes, here is the operation we feel it to be useful to explain. 
Gold has been drawn from the Bank in return for food imported, 
and now our stocks of textile fabrics are cleared off at “ low 
rates,” that is, at rates below cost price, — because, irrespective of 
all taxation in Customs and Excise paid in producing, —and this 
while our own population is insufficiently clothed — in order to 
bring back the commodity gold to be again depressingly and op- 
pressively used in our currency, while at the present moment ìt 18 
said, with apparent satisfaction, for the safety of our monetary 
system, that the circulation of Great Britain is reduced on account 
of the diminished wants of trade. : 

Writers of this class should be told that, in former years, this 
country flourished under a system the entire opposite of that 
which now exists —that between the years 1797 and 1815, when 
the population of Great Britain, on the average, Was not more 
than eleven millions, was furnished with paper issues from the 
Bank of England, rising from eleven to twenty-seven millions ; 
and over and above this, the country banks were allowed, in the 
year 1815, to issue to the amount of nineteen millions, giving a 
total of three pounds ten shillings per head,—while now, taking the 
permitted country note circulation at eight millions, we are bid to 
rejoice that the productive power of Great Britain, with a popu- 
lation of twenty millions, can be sustained by, or rather restrained 
within, eighteen millions of Bank of England issues, or twenty- 
six millions, that is, less than twenty-seven shillings per head. 

It will be perceived that in adducing the period between 1797 
and 1815, we are speaking of a time when gold was allowed to 
find its market price in the paper and silver circulation. Here 
is the secret of the prosperity that prevailed in that period ; and 
all subsequent periods of national distress, except those which 
have ensued by comparative scarcity ordained by Providence, 
have arisen from attempts to contract the circulating medium, 
much as though a professional man practised upon a patient to 
ascertain with how little vital air life could be sustained. 

This is the sort of experiment we have been under in this 
country since 1819, and especially since the Act of 1844, the com- 
plement, as it is called, of that pernicious measure. Now that 
our stock both of food and of manufactures are exhausted in 
payment for foreign food, we are not to be satisfied with the 
endurance of a famine of food, but we must also, in subjection to 
the opinions of one man who has put himself forward as the 
great authority of the subject, to submit also to a famine of 
money. When all circumstances of exhausted stocks of manu- 
factures dictate that the nation should take a new industrial start, 
we are called upon to rejoice over our monetary safety — as 
though money of intrinsic value were the summum bonum. | 

We cannot conceive of absurdity more glaring than this ; and 
yet how many men, sensible in other respects, do we not find 
giving ear to such arguments as @hat used by the city corre- 
spondent of a public journal, Why, it may be asked, should the 
nation continue under the self-inflicted torment of a contracted 
and unsuitable circulation which prevents the employment of la- 
bour, as in Lancashire and Yorkshire, because discounts are with- 
held from good commercial bills, except at a ruinous rate of in- 
terest. This state of things is inseparable from the currency as 
settled by the Act of 1844, s 

The first practical step will be to get rid of this mischievous 
piece of patchwork legislation : this should be the first step; and 
having done this, it may be asked what would be the condition 
of the country? This may be well answered by a passage from 
the “ Bankers’ Magazine” of last month, in which a comparative 
condition is conjectured had not Sir Robert Peel been allowed to 
go on in his blundering policy in 1844, : 

In the form of a catechism of the Currency the following ques- 
tion is propounded, and the succeeding answer is given by the 
Editor: — 

Q. — And what would have been the probable condition of Eng- 
land at this moment had not the Act of 1844 passed? 

A. — ln all probability one of perfect monetary quiet and com- 
mercial ease, The specie now in the coffers of the Scotch and Irish 
banks would have been snug in the vaults of the Bank of England. 
The English country banks instead of draining, as they have done, 
the central bank to the extent of three or four millions, to supply the 
vacuum occasioned by the restriction put upon their own ianen 
would have followed the old plan of regulating their issues by hi 3 
they ludicrously styled “the legitimate wants of trade.” The bullion 
in the bank, consequently, would have been nearer fifteen millions 
than itis now near ten; money would have been cheap, and dis- 
counts easy; the home trade would have been brisk, Our exports 
enormous, and our gains Proportionate; and thus things would have 
gone on. ‘The tide of gold would have run in its natural course — 
stopped and flowed back again as usual; our profits would have 
enabled us to meet our railway calls; and thus the country wout 
have drifted safely over the rocks, and shoals, and shallows of the 
time, without once fancying that danger was at hand, or experiencing 
the slightest twinge of panic, 

When rid of that incubus upon our national welfare — the Act 
of 1844— we should have breathing time — manufacturers and 
tradesmen generally would be so relieved as to enable Parliament 
to reconsider the principle of the Bill of 1819 upon national in- 
dustry ; for while we admit the truth, so far as it goes, of what 
the Editor of the “ Bankers’ Magazine” asserts, we should go 
much further than he does—we O the whole of Peel's 
monetary legislation—to the pernicious operation of the principle 
of that measure we should have the fullest testimony of Sir Robert 
Peel set forth in his specch to the House of Commons in May

1844 — while being deprived of his remedy or “ complement,” as 
propounded in the Bank Charter Act, he would, perhaps, be the 
first to come forward, as he did in theinstance of the Corn Laws, 
and propose the repeal of his own vicious enactment of 1819. Then 
we should once more obtain the means of universal employment and 
and of national prosperity — A FREE PRICE OF GOLD. To this the 
efforts of all must be directed. Conservative or not, the candidates 
who present themselves on every hand should be questioned, what 
are their views on this most vital of all questions ? and if they flinch, 
or if they fail to reply outright, that they will insist upon a Par- 

liamentary Committee in the ensuing session, they should be sent 

whither they came, and be told that if they do not feei equal to a 

question so fundamental in all legislation as that of the Currency, 

they are unfit for Parliament. In our next we shall show how 
perniciously, how wickedly, the existing Currency Law operates 
on the social system ; and among other features, how it has been 
the fruitful source, not only of degradation to the industrious sons 


of toil to whom we are indebted for all our wealth, but of crime 
itself, 

When these facts are fully before our readers, they will, we are 
confident, exert all their influence to raise as the watchword of 
the coming elections—the only means of securing a sufficiency of 
sound paper legal-tender money.

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RAILROADS. 


The amount of the railway calls made payable during the six 
months from the Istof January to the 30th inst. has been 21,628,7521, 
of which 15,778,182/ was for English companies, 1,996,185/. for 
Scotch, 955,718/. for Irish, and 2,898,667/. for foreign. The heaviest 
amount fell due in January, when the total was 5,555,968/., and the 
lowest in February, when it was 1,508,214/., the average monthly 
total veing 3,604,792. 

The Minster and Deal branch of the South Eastern Railway was 
formally opened on Tuesday. A special train left the Bricklayers’

been chastised, Sir John Davis forbore to take signal notice of this 
insolence; he tried the effect of correspondence, negociation, conci- 
liation: all in vain. The plenipotentiary did not threaten, for me- 
naces not instantly followed up by action are onl ‘regarded as the in- 
dications of impotency; moreover, he felt that England would not 
sanction, upon light grounds, hostilities which might interrupt trade 
and: involve immediate expenditure, He accordingly sought the 
instructions of the Home Government, and the delay consequent

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their provocations. Ministers decided that instant action was essen-

Ginson’s STATUE OF THE QUEEN was added to the Royal Aca- 
demy Exhibiiion on Saturday last, and inspected by her Majesty the 
same morning, who expressed her pleasure to be thus early in her 
visit that she might not interfere with the usual arrangements for the 
public. The statue is in marble and about the size of life, with a 
good deal of Canova about it. Her Majesty is represented standing 
with a wreath in her right hand, a small roll of paper in her left. 

The dra- 
pery is admirably arranged, and quite a study and an example in a 
very difficult department. Mr. Gibson has coloured his statue after 
the antique fashion, and with extreme good taste. The tiara, wreath, 
and sandals are of a light yellow colour; the border of the drapery a 
faint blue and red. The statue was a commission from the Queen;

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Querw's BENCH.— EVANS v, Lawson.—Tire NELSON. Sworn, — 
Sir F. Thesiger, Q.C., and Mr. Hogyins appeared for the plaintiff, 
who sought to recover damages for a libel alleged to have been pub- 
lished in the “ Times” newspaper on the 4th of December, 1846. 
The publication complained of was in the form of a letter addressed 
to the editor of the “ Times,” and purporting to be written by Sir 
Harris Nicolas, which asserted that a sword sold by the plaintiff to 
the late Lord Saye and Sele, as and for the sword of Lord Nelson, 
placed on his coffin when his body lay in state, was spurious; and 
that an attempt had been made to support its authenticity by a fur- 
gery, The sum of 100/. was given for the sword by Lord Saye and 
Sele, and it was subsequently presented to Greenwich Hospital by 
his lordship. ‘he defendant pleaded the general issue only ; and by 
the cross-examination of the plaintiff's witnesses it was ascertained 
that the sum of 17, only had been paid for the sword by the plaintiff 
to Mrs, Smith, the widow of the late Alderman Smith, in whose pos- 
session the coat worn by Lord} Nelson at Trafalgar had been, until 
its purchase for Prince Albert, for presentation to Greenwich Hos- 
pital. ‘That two letters from the plaintiff in answer to the alleged 
ibel had been inserted in the “ Times” after the 4th of December 
and before action brought; and that the plaintiff afterwards, and 
after some correspondence with the attorney for the defendant had 
taken place, had suddenly brought this action in default of compli- 
ance witha peremptory demand for an immediate published apology 
from the writer of the letter complained of. It appeared, also, that 
the sword brought from Greenwich Hospital was in court, and that 
Mrs. Smith, a letter from whom the letter complained of asserted to 
have been forged in support of the genuineness of the sword, was 
present, but the sword was not produced nor the lady called. Mr, 
Humfrey, Q.C., with whom was Mr. Peacock, for the defendant, 
contended that the letter complained of was only a fair commentary 
on the evidence, intrinsic and extrinsic, adduced to support the 
authenticity of the sword, and that if it was libellous at all, itwas not 
a libel on the plaintiff. In one part of the letter it was said that on 
its being proved to the plaintiff that Lord Nelson had not worn an 
sword at l'rafalgar, he had said that this was the one which, if he had 
worn any sword on that day, he would have worn, So. said the 
learned counsel, when the porter of Magdalene College, Oxford, was 
told that the sword which he was showing as that with which Balaam 
smote his ass could not be genuine, because Balaam had only wished 
fora sword to smite the aas with, he answered that the sword he was 
showing was that for which Balaam had wished. It was perfectly 
impossible for the jury to say from the evidence produced that the 
leiter could be fairly interpreted as conveying the imputation ascribed 
to it by the inuendo, that the plaintiff had defrauded Lord Saye and 
Sele. Lord Denman, in summing up, said he had very great diffì- 
culty in finding that the letter complained of bore the meaning 
which the declaration attributed to it. He also thought that there 
had been a precipitancy in brin ing the correspondence to a close, 
and commencing the action, which suggested that the attorney for 
the plaintiff had been glad of an opportunity of bringing an action. 
The jury, after a brief deliberation, returned a verdict for the de. 
fendant. 

BANKRUPTCY COURT, —IN RE ANDERSON. — This insolvent, who 
was described as of Lodge Road, Regent's Park, gentleman, came up 
for his final order, Mr. Lewis, a solicitor, appeared on account of a 
debt of 24/,, incurred for costs. His Honour, after hearing the case, 
said he did not consider it one in which he ought to refuse the final 
order, ‘Lhe creditors had trusted the insolvent with their eyes open, 
and knew the very precarious nature of his avocation, as he was 
known to indulge largely in turf speculations. A preat portion of 
the debts arose from legal expenses. There did not appear to him to 
have been any fraud. The final order was then granted. ‘The debts 
were above 5000/, 

Sunny Quawren Sessions, — The committee on Tuesday reported 
that they had obtained the offer of a nece of ground for the contem- 
plated new House of Correction on odo Common, and the 
recommended thatit should be purchased, and that a sum of 10,0004, 
should be obtained by way of loan, to be repaid in 30 years, for that 
purpose. After some discussion the recommendation was adopted. 
Un the motion of Mr, Austin, seconded by Lord Lovaine, that the 
building be erected upon the plan of separate confinement, an amend- 
ment was moved and carried that the committee be requested to take 
steps to obtain all the information in their power upon the subject of 
the separate system of imprisonment, and report to the court at the 
hext session what system they considered the most desirabie to adopt.

received, 

. MARLROROUGH Srreer.—Mary Ann Maids, a poor wretched look- 
108 woman, with a young child in her arms, was placed before Mr. 
Bingham on Thursday, charged on suspicion of causing the death of 
Edward James Maids, her husband, by sticking him in the side with 
a knife on Monday, the 28th inst., at No, 4. Tower Street, Seven 
Dials, Robert Knightsbridge said he lodged in the same house as 
the prisoner, He recollected hearing the noise of prisoner and the 


deceased quarrelling on Monday afternoon, He went upstairs and 
saw the deceased strike the prisoner and kick the child. Witness 
retired to his own room on the second floor, where he had not been 
many minutes before the deceased cried out, + Oh! Bob, come here.” 
Witness subsequently saw the prisoner come down stairs with a 
bloody knife in her hand. Witness became alarmed, and rushed up- 
stairs into the prisoner's room, where he saw the deceased lying upon 
the child’s bed on the floor, with a stream of blood flowing from a 
wound in his right side. Witness immediately sent for a doctor, 
and having procured some water washed the wound. The prisoner 
then entered the room, when the deceased said, “ I am innocent of 
what you charge me with, and I freely forgive you.” Witness sub- 
seguently persuaded deceased to be removed to the hospital, and pre- 
vious to going, the prisoner said she would tell the surgeon that the 
deceased had fallen over something and cut his side. The deceased 
and the prisoner did not live happily together. Witness once saw 
him throw her over the bannister, and from what he had heard he 
conjectured that jealousy was the cause of the prisoner's rash act. 
The prisoner, who was absorbed in the deepest sorrow, declined to 
say anything in answer to the charge. Mr. Bingham remanded her 
till Monday next. ; 

Worsuie Srreer. — Thos. Smith, a hawker, was charged with 
attempting to strangle Mary Montgomery. On the preceding after- 
noon the prisoner came home intoxicated, and after beating his wife 
in an unmerciful manner, he forced her down upon the bed, and 
passing a thick cord round her neck, | compressed it till she was on 
the point of strangulation. On hearing her cries her mother ran to 
her assistance, but the moment she entered, the prisoner snatched a 
knife from the table, rushed towards her, and made a desperate blow 
at her head. She staggered back into the yard, bleeding profusely 
from a gash above the temple. Some of the neighbours conveyed 
her to the hospital. A certificate from the house surgeon of St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital described the serious nature of the woman's 
injuries, which precluded the possibility of her attendance. Mr. 
Arnold ordered the prisoner to be remanded till the wounded woman 
was in a fit state to appear. 4 

WestmMINSTER.— William Mullins was chargas with stealing a saw, 
On Tuesday afternoon, Mrs. Kimber, of Westbourne Street, Pim- 
lico, discovered that during her temporary absence a saw had been 
stolen from her shop. A very intelligent youth proved seeing a per- 
son dressed like the prisoner leave the shop with a saw in his hand, 
and upon being informed immediately afterwards by Mrs. Kimber 
of her loss, he went down the street, aud there saw the prisoner run- 
ning with the saw in his hand. ‘he youth, however, could not swear 
that the prisoner was the person he saw leave the shop. Prisoner, 
after positively denying the charge, expressed a wish to cross-examine 
the youth. The youth having stepped into the witness box, prisoner 
said; Now, when I came out of the shop, did I walk or run. Wit- 
ness: Oh, then you are the man that left the shop are you? Pri- 
soner (confusedly); I mean—that is—when the person you saw left 
the shop, did he walk or run? The witness having replied, “walked,” 
the prisoner was remanded. 3 

CuenxenweiL.—Henry Ward, a boy about twelve years of age, 
was charged with stealing a pair of boots, the property of Mr, Wm. 
Ogle, of Chapel Street, Somers Town, The prisoner was seen to take 
the articles from the shop door, and when taken into custod by a 
policeman, it was ascertained that he had only come out of the House 
of Correction at eight o'clock that evening, when the governor of 
the prison gave him sixpence and a loaf of bread. When the police- 
man searched him he found part of the bread upon him as well as the 
sixpence. Mr, Combe, after commenting upon the little effect his 
punishments seemed to have had upon him, committed him for trial 
at the Old Bailey.

To what 
cause this change is owing it is difficult to explain ; 
but it is an example of an alternation of deposits from 
the action of the sea in circumstances apparently un- 
changed.” 

FRESHWATER EOCENE STRATA.—The most remark- 
able peculiarity in the eocene formation of the Isle of 
Wight as compared with that of London, consists in 
the lacustrine and fluviatile character of the upper 
series of deposits; which are superimposed on marine 
strata identical with those of the metropolis. For 
though in some localities clays and sands containin 
marine and em shells, alternate with marls an 
limestones abounding in fluviatile species; and in 
others the strata are fluvio-marine, that is, contain an 
intermixture of marine and freshwater shells, yet 
throughout a considerable thickness of deposits the 
organic remains are entirely fluviatile and terrestrial. 
In this respect the tertiary system of the island cor- 
responds with that of the Paris basin, which is charac- 
terised by alternations of freshwater marls, gypseous 
limestones, and siliceous millstones, with marine sands 
and clays. It was from the gypsum quarries of Mont- 
martre that those relics of extinct mammalia were ob- 
tained, which the genius of the illustrious Cuvier called 
forth from their rocky sepulchres, and invested anew 
with the forms and lineaments of life. 

In the Isle of Wight the freshwater series consists 
of marls, limestones, and shell concretions, with in- 
tercalations of clay, marl, and sand; the gypseous 
marls and limestones, and the siliceous millstones of 
the Paris group are altogether wanting. Neverthe- 
less, there is evidence that the two formation’ were 
contemporaneous, for the relics of Cuvierian pachy- 
yo have been discovered in the Binstead lime- 
stones. 

The localities which exhibit the most instructive 
sections of the marine and freshwater deposits in their 
natural order of superposition, are Headon Hill, Alum 
Bay, and Whitecli Bay. : 

INSTEAD QUARRIES.—The limestones in the vicinity 
of Ryde have been quarried for many centuries ; the 
shelly, as well as the compact, varieties having been 
in great demand during the middle ages for building. 
Though the sections exposed in the quarries now open 
are inconsiderable, they will suffice to illustrate the 
characters of the strata and the nature of their fossils, 
and render the interpretation of the phenomena here- 
after to be examined more easy of comprehension. 
would, therefore, first conduct the reader to Binstead, 
which lies about a mile to the west of Ryde. There 
are several quarries on both sides of the turnpike road 
to Newport, and others in a field which lies on the left 
of the footpath that turns off from the main road just 
beyond a Doric lodge, and leads by copses and h i 
rows to the picturesque hamlet of Binstead, afford | 
here and there glimpses of the most charming rura 
scenery. The quarries for the extraction of the stone 
vary in depth from ten to twenty feet, and appear to 
have been opened without regard to any regular plan, 
wherever it was thought sys of compact stone 
could be easily reached, 


FOSSIL SKULLOF A REIN-DEER, FROM A 
FISSURE IN A QUARRY AT BINSTEAD. 


““FOSSIL REIN-DEER,— Upon entering a guarry at 
Binstead, the dislocated state of the beds of limestone 
immediately strikes the observer. Vertical and dia- 
gonal fissures and chasms, extending in some places to 
the depth of fifteen feet, are seen traversing the solid 
rock, and filled with the alluvial loam and clay that 
form the general subsoil of this district; in these de- 
posits bones of a species of horse and ox have been 
discovered. On a recent visit, I obtained a consider 
able portion of the skull of a rein-deer (Cervus taran» 
dus), from clay occupying the bottom of a vertical 
tissure at the depth of ten feet from the surface. It 
consists of the posterior part of the cranium, an 

closely resembles a specimen found in a cavern at 
Berryhead, in Devonshire, and figured by Professor 
Owen in “ British Mammalia ;” the latter is referred 
by that eminent paleontologist to the recent species of 
rein-deer, chiefly from the proximity of the bases of 
the antlers to the occipital crest. Dr, Falconer, who, 
with his wonted courtesy, obliged me by comparing 
the Isle of Wight specimen with the skulls of recent 
deer ín the British Museum, agrees with me in the 
opinion that there isno appreciable difference between 
the fossil cranium and that of the rein-deer. The 
figure is one-third the size of the original. The skull 
appears to have belonged to an adult, that had but re- 
cently shed its antlers, ; 

EOCENE STRATA or BINsTRAD.— The strata in this 

locality are entirely of freshwater origin, containing 
no intermixture whatever of marine detritus, This is 
evident from the fossils, which consist of shells of the 
common genera of mollusca that inhabit lakes and 
rivers, of seed-vessels and stems of aquatic plants, 
bores of freshwater turtles, and teeth and bones of 
land mammalia, ‘The layers of stoné are commonly 
broken and dislocated, but not far removed from their’ 
original position. On my visit last summer, the fol- 
lowing section was exposed in the priacipal quarry 
near the road side; it presents the usual appearance 
and arrangement of the upper series of freshwater 
Bae of the island; the beds incline slightly to the 
north : — 

1. Vegetable mould. 

2. Alluvial loam and clay, in which are water- o 
worn blocks of shelly limestone (but exe 
tending in fissures to a depth of 15 feet) . 3 feet. 

3. Sand, with a layer of shelly limestone, 
more or less separated into blocks which 
are waterworn s z .

being thrown up (according to the quar- 
rymen) by underlying beds of clay.

absence of sand and marl. This shelly limestoue is observable in the walls of the most 
ancient castles and religious edifices in Hampshire and Sussex. 

The siliceous limestone, or rag, as it is locally termed, being very compact and durable, 
forms an excellent building material. The upper limestones yield stone sufficiently firm for 
walls, &c., and are extensively quarried in the northern district of the island. The surface 
of the blocks in newly-erecied buildings, often exposes such interesting groups of fossil 
shells, as to present a strong temptation to the geologist to trespass with his hammer. 

The shells, as we have seen, are very abundant, but they include only a few genera and 
species, a circumstance characteristic of fluviatile and lacustrine formations, ith the ex. 
ception of waterworn fragments of wood, the chare are the only fossil vegetables that have 
co ve under my notice. The mammalian remains are, at present, of excessive rarity; but 
I doubt not diligent research would soon add to the number already known to the 
palwontologist. 

The shells at Binstead are chiefly those of univalve gasteropoda, and belong to genera 
common ín our rivers and lakes. The Planorbis, or discoidal river-snail, may be distín- 
guished by the shell being involuted or coiled up in a nearly vertical plane; five or six 
species have been found. The Limneus is characterised b its elongated oval form, pointed 
spire, and delicate shell, with an oblique fold on the inner lip of the ap»rture ; of this genus 
there are six species in the tertiary strata of the island. The Bulimus, a genus o land 
snails, is comparatively rare at Binstead ; but casts of the large species are occasionally met 
with, invested with a white friable costing of the original shell. This species is a reversed 
shell, that is, the aperture is to the left of the observer, instead of to the right, as is most 
common ; some specimens are two inches in length, There are indications of a species of 
Cyclas, a genus of freshwater bivalves, but the examples met with are not sufficiently per. 
fect to require particular notice. A small species of Unio is also sometimes found. 

Specimens of the Cypris, a small freshwater crustacean, of which several species abound 
in some of the eocene deposits, occur at Binstead, but I have not observed them in any cone
